I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a first process for producing a fluorine-containing, 
polymerizable styrene monomer and an intermediate compound produced 
during said process, classified in class 568, subclass 626; class 556, subclass 9; and 
class 568, subclass 811. 

II. Claims 15-20, drawn to a second process for producing a fluorine-containing, 
polymerizable styrene monomer, classified in class 568, subclass 626. 

ill. Claims 21 and 22, drawn to a third process for producing a fluorine-containing, 
polymerizable styrene monomer, classified in class 568, subclass 626. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. inventions l, ll and ill are unrelated, inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (mpep § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). in the instant case the 
different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Croup I is not required for Croups II and III and the search required for Croup ll is 
not required for Croup ill, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
